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-otorization of Munsarian agricultural econony has always been difficult. 

Prior to Vorld ‘lar IT, Wungary had about 7,060 tractors for an area of approxi- 
rately 60,000 square iiloreters of cultivated Jand. This number we increased 
%o about 10,000 by the fall of 3944. Durine the final sta-es of the War, apo 
proxinately 40 percent of this number ver2 lost or requisitioned. The rerain- 
ing 6,000 tr-ctors were old models. AlL better tractors had been confiscated 
by the Russiang. 


Duriny the first Three-Year Pian, the buildings of tractors ws siven a priority. 
In the course of standardiavtica of industrial products, tractor buildine ws 
concentrated at the Nofherr“chmnte-Clayton-Shuttleworth Factory; the necessary 
technical equipment vas taken from the Manfred “'eiss Factory and the Land Factory. 
The forrer Hofherr Factory now builds a rediuwrsize tractor. It allegedly nians 
to produce a light tractor during “he present Five-Year Plan. 


The situation of the small peasants (vhose holdines were created by the Agrarian 
Reform and are of 3 to 5 hectares in sige) is very serious because of the lack 
of cattle and horses. The Gonmunist government has used the lack of draft aniq 
mals to enforce the kolkhoz systen. By the offer of tractor support to srall 
peasants, they were “oreed into kolkhozes. The stateowned tractors were soon 
orranized in the"Alland rez6-ezdasa~i vertizer", This orsanization is directiy 
supervised by the Hungarian Itinistzy for Agrieviture., The central office of 
this orranization is situated in Brdarest, eub-offices have been installed in 
the capital of every rrovinee. These rrovineial sub-offices directiy supervise 
the tractor stations. The tweetor stations offer a 30 rerecent rebate and pricrity 
to kolkhozes as conpared with neivately-ouned Jende -

6, Onl Aueust 1947, the first tractor stations were Snstalled: by 31 Decem- 
per 1947, 120 existed. On 13 May 1950, the 300%h tractor station w.s ine 
stalled, at Lovasboxény. In duly 1950,9 seneral rerair works ws installed 
in the wrovinee of Pest. Further siviiar insteliations will follow in the 
other nrovinees. The wear and teas Ls extraordinarily great because of 
bad servicine, forced labor, and incessant "eempetitions®. 


7, The widely publicized “selp th the Soviet Union" sonsisted of a shipment 
of avproxinately 250 large tractois and a fey combines. From 1946 through 
1948, there was an increase of 2,0°0 tractoras and durins 1949 an inevease 
of 1,95% tractor ploughs, 245 thrashers, 219 selectors, 455 fertilizer 
spreaders. The over-all fivure, by 1 Jamary 1950, was estimated 25 10,000 
tractors in Ienvary. Of these, 6,000 are handled by the state-oned tractor 
stations; the rest are mainly controlied by vovernment-oued estates {sovithozes). 
The fey rrivately-owmed tractors aze belay confisested and sent to the tractor 
stations.

Considerin® an increase of 2,000 sractors durin” 1949, and an alleved ox- 
port of 400 to 500 tractows to Rumania and Rulearia durine that year, it 
can be assumed that 500 to 600 tractors were pub out of use. It 13 an 
established fact that only irreparable machines are being set a8ic3 in 
Yuneary rowadays. At the end of the mesent five-year plan, 29,099 tractors 
are rlanned to be used. 


10, A seerct instruction from the Ministry of Aericulture, distributed in Aunt 
1947, stated: ‘lith the help of tractor stations, an economic and rolitical 
foundation must be created on which the basis of socialized large est>tes 
will be built. The tractor station by its rochanical equipment, by support= 
Sng the nroduction conminities unler construction, by exrert management, and 
by raterial advantages rust Jarongbrate to the reasants that the kolkhoz 
33 of creater advantage Shat privite enterorise on spall estates. The Com 
runist chief ideologist Roway rereatedly stated: lg defend nrivats o:mershin 
of the peasants, and are not trrvine to foree the Wunsarian peasants into 
kollchozes ."
